MAKING JAPANESE 
CONTRACTS CLEAR 


The Oahu Sugar Planters' Associa- 


tion has taken steps to secure better 
translations of the profit-sharing con- 
tracts which the members of the as- 
sociation are using with Japanese. This 
Is in line with the suggestion we have 
more than once made before, that the 
plantation managers try to get a better 
understanding with their laborers. It 
will prevent much trouble such as 
might have been prevented hi the past. 


An investigation of the matter will 


show the average manage* dial a large 
proportion of his employes do not un- 
derstand their duties under the con- 
tracts they have entered into. Many 
a Japanese association enters into a 
profit-sharing contract without having 
anything like a fair knowledge of the 
terms of the contract. The result is 
that when tne manager strictly carries 
out all the provisions the Japanese are 
surprised by discovery of features they 
never knew of. They are suspicious 
that they have not been fairly dealt 
with if the discoveries are to their dis- 
advantage, and even if convinced that 
the provisions were in the contract al 
the time, they are rightly disappoint 
ed at finding their earnings less than 
they had all along been expecting. 


Many of the translations are in lan- 


guage too high for the laborers. The 
translations of the technical law terms 
of the English language into .high class 
University Japanese produces a lot of 
terms of which the average laborer 
never heard. Consequently he does not 
correctly understand his status until it 
is brought home to him by a disappoint- 
ment in income, which is a poor means 
of bringing such information home. 


The plan of the Oahu planters, to 


take more care to see that the profit- 
sharing contracts are all thoroughly un- 
derstood by the Japanese, Is an impor- 
tant step in the right direction. Let 
the translating be in the right dialect, 
and the most simple terms that can 
be employed.—Hawaii Shinpo.

following item in the San Francisco 
Examiner of July tells of the disposi- 
tion of the matter: 


The attempt of the army to bring 


Government Influence to bear to favor 
of Captain William H. Harts, when 
that officer of the army was recently 
charged with'attempted smuggling, has 
ailed. Yesterday Judges de Haven of 
the United States District Court de- 
cided that the property which Captain 
Harts of the engineering corps, U. S. 
A., and his wife attempted to smuggle 
Into the counter should be confiscated 
by the Government and that the offen- 
ders should pay a fine equal to,three 
times the amount of the appraised val- 
ue of the goods. The goods were ap- 
praised at 1657.04, and so the fine was 
$1,97102. 


At the same time Judge de Haven 


rendered a similar decision In the case 
of Mrs. Fannie A. Boettcher, wife "of 
Charles Boettcher, a Denver broker, 
and Mrs. Nellie B. Haley, formerly 
Miss McMurtrie of Denver. These were 
the wealthy women who -plainly hid 
articles for the purpose of smuggling 
them into this country free of duty. 


Mrs. Boettcher's goods were apprais- 


ed at $979.10; the duty would have been 
1345.10. In attempting to save that 
duty she had to pay a fine of (2.937.30 
and forfeit the goods. Miss McMur- 
trie's goods were appraised at $503.3$, 
the duty on which would have been 
$181.36. The attempt at smuggling cost 
her a fine of $1,510.08 and all the goods. 


Strong Influence was brought to bear 


in favor of the Denver smugglers, as 
well as In the case of the army officer 
and his wife, but the local customs 
officials were so thorough in their 
work that no loophole was left for 
failure to convict. 


SAYS THE PRESS 


MUST BE FREE 


ASHKVILLE (N. C.), June 29.— 


Judge J. C. Pritchard of the United 
States Circuit Court today filed his 
opinion in the celebrated case of Jo- 
sephus Daniels. Daniels, who Is editor 
of the Raleigh News and Observer, 
had been fined $2000 for contempt of 
court by District Judge Purnell. Judge 
Pritchard's opinion will be recognized 
as an authority in regard to ' news- 
paper utterances that might be con- 
strued as contempt of court. The text 
of the decision hi part follows: 


"The force of public opinion in this 


country in favor of the freedom of 
the press has restrained the free ex- 
ercise of tbe power to punish this 
class of contempt, and tn many Juris- 
dictions statutes have been enacted 
depriving1 the Court of the power to 
mnish them. 
It was taken from the

If a Judge charged 
with tbe administration of the law is 
not to be criticised on account of his 
official conduct, the liberty of 
the 


press Is abridged and the rights of 
Individuals imperiled 


"There may be Instances where the 


publication of editorials or other mat- 
ter In newspapers would bring the 
author within the limitations of the 
statute 
For Instance, if a newspaper 


should publish an article concerning 
a trial which wai btlng considered by 
a jury and should »end a copy of tbe 
paper containing such article to the 
Jurymen thereof during the progress 
of the trial for the purpose of Influ- 
encing them in their decision, tt would 
present a Question -whether *uch con- 
duct would not be mitbehavtor tn the 
presence of the Court, or so near there- 
to as to obstruct tbe administration of 
Juctlo*.

ECONOMIC JAPAN. 


An Interesting picture of conditions 


In Japan is afforded by a communica- 
tion from the .Japanese manager of 
the Eikoku Sbogyo Zasshl, published 
at Tokyo, . recently received by the 
Department of Commerce and Labor 
through Its Bureau of Statistics. The 
communication which appears In the 
(May number of the British Trade 
Journal, indicates that commercial and 
financial conditions have not aa yet 
been seriously affected by the Russo- 
Japanese war. and this statement is 
verified, so far aa relates to commerce 
•with the United States, by the official 
figures showing the trade of the United 
States with Japan during the present 
^year as compared with earlier periods. 


Commenting upon trade and finan- 


cial conditions in the Japanese Empire, 
the writer above referred to says: 


"When the Russo-Japanese negotia- 


tions were broken off and the hostili- 
ties. were opened between these two 
powers we feared that a great panle 
•would occur in our economic world 
and our commerce and Industry would 
be upset to a large ejrtent, the whole 
energy of the people being concentrat- 
ed on the war. But this turned out to 
lie a false fear. The war does not so 
much affect our trade as we expected; 
transactions are done very smoothly; 
stocks which suffered from a fall tor 
a short time have risen again to their 
prices, and factories enjoy their usual 
profit Nor does It make our people so 
greatly excited as you may think, 
thonghi we Japanese pride ourselves on 
being the most patriotic nation on 
earth. At home, our conversations are 
as merry and Innocent as ever, and In 
the street we see nothing warlike ex- 
cept noisy newsboys delivering specials 
of happy tidings In the form of our 
brilliant victories both on land and 
sea. Business men and laborers are 
calmly attending to their own tasks, 
and there is no excitement among them. 
In fact, our people seem to rightly un- 
derstand that It la an Important duty 
cm their part, especially at this junc- 
ture, to apply themselves to their busi- 
ness with as much' assiduity as thelr 
Boldlers do to battles. Such being the 
*tate of things to Japan, however long 
the war may last her commerce and 
industry win iiot be much affected by 
It; nay, they will continue the progress 
they have been nsed to make during 
these past decades." 


The above statement is especially In- 


teresting in view of the fact that 
Japan's commerce with the United 
States in the present fiscal year shows 
a marked advance over that of any 
preceding year, and for the twelve 
months ending June 30, 1904, will prob- 
ably exceed 70 million dollars. Figures 
covering eleven months of the present 
fiscal year have Just been Issued by 
the Department, of Commerce and 
XADOT through Its Bureau of. Statistics. 
They show that our exports to Japan 
amounted to $22,594.713 during the 
eleven months of this year, as against 
$19,854,843 In the corresponding months 
of the preceding fiscal year; also that 
our imports from Japan touched their 
highest point for an eleven months' 
period, being $44,367,461, as against J41,- 
833,351 In the eleven months of 1903, the 
previous high-water mark. 


Exports to Japan from the Unltad 


States reached their highest oolnt in 
the fiscal year 1900, when the total ? as 
$29,087,475, due In a large measure to 
the extraordinary purchases of cotton 
by Japan In that year. In the follow- 
ing year, however, there was a drop 
of fully 10 million in the volume of 
our exports to Japan, though an up- 
ward tendency Is again apparent, and 
for the eleven months ending May 31, 
1904. 
the total Is, as already «tat«?.l. 


$22,594,713, and for the full year will he 
about 24 million dollara.

ly reduced her Importations of cotton 
from the United States, owing to the 
high prices, and has Increased her Im- 
portation of lower-priced cotton from 
India.

Secretary Pierce Tells 


of Conditions In 


Orient.

Among the passengers on the Mon- 


golia are Third Assistant Secretary of 
State Herbert H. D. Pierce and Mrs. 
Pierce. Mr. Pierce has been on a tour 


. 
of inspection of the consular service 
in the Far East, supplementing a tour 
which he made last summer in Europe. 
These inspections were begun by Pres- 
ident Grant to give his pastor, the late 
Bishop Newman,, a tour at public ex- 
pense and are now continued so that 
the State Department may keep more 
closely in touch with the consuls. 


Mr, Pierce was detained in quaran- 


tine on the Korea at Kobe and was re- 
ceived in audience by the Emperor of 
Japan upon his arrival at Toklo. As 
Mr. Pierce was for seven years secre- 
tary of embassy at St. Petersburg he 
has been in a good position to view 
the war situation but his official station 
prevents this interesting information 
reaching the public. 


"The Japanese do not speak with that 


cock-sureness and conceit that some of 
the younger powers are wont to use," 
said-Mr. Pierce, "but they are very de- 
termined. They showed very evident 
friendship for the United States. By 
they* I mean the people in. general." 


Mr. Pierce reports that the consular 


service Is In very good shape. He ex- 
pressed himself In favor of the govern- 
ment owning Its own legations. 
At 


present we own our legation property 
at Pekln, Seoul and Toklo. He. con- 
firmed the old story that our diplomatic 
and consular service1 is inadequately 
paid. "When I was in St. Petersburg," 
he said, "I had to spend four times my 
salary doing the things I was sent out 
to do." Asked in regard to the com-, 
ments of the Saturday Evening Post 
on the subject of a diplomatic uniform, 
Mr. Pierce showed considerable Inter- 
est. "Our lack of a uniform often does 
lead to incongruous situations," he said; 
laughing. "For instance I was com- 
pelled to call on the Emperor of Japan 
In the morning attired in 
evening 


dress," 


In regard to trade conditions in the 


" Orient Mr. Pierce said: 


"It seems to me that our opportuni- 


ties for trade in China and Japan are 
enormous. The difficulty Is in getting 
Americans to invest their capital so far 
away, from home. The officials In the 
Eastern countries 
are favorable to 


'American enterprises. There.are end- 
less opportunities for American young 
men In the East, especially in China, 
although there are also many in Japan. 
1 "The transfer of the Canton-Hankow 
railway from Americans to Belgians 
has had a bad effect on -American 
trade In that country. This transfer

Did the. vanguard of this commer(:i)il invasion consist of first-class places 
of business, the residence property first rewying its contact might not suffer but 
perhap^s rather benefit thereby. ITnfbriinA^i however, the initial intrusion is 
that of the shops of Asiatic hucksters, ^reeh/jgrocers, etc., which pop their un- 
gainly fronts fortii betwixt the well-kept ^wis and gardens in which cozy dwell* 
ings are ensconced.

the narrow ocean highways traveled by 
vessels. 
In such waste places of the 


sea, a disabled ship,, driven but of its 
course by a hurricane,.'may drift for 
months,., tossed by the ceaseless ground 
swell without being: able to hail as- 
sistance. 
Her only chance of escape is 


the possibility .that some oceanic' cur- 
rent may drag her into a more fre- 
quented region. 


It is generally supposed that by rea- 


son of the, universal Increase of marl- 
time traffic the seaUs everywhere fur- 
rowed by vessels. This Is a mistake. 
Ocean commerce has grown enormous- 
ly during the last half century, but 
the development Is due to the substi- 
tution of steam navigation for the old 
fashion of sailing vessels! When tbe 
first steamer began to churn the water 
with its paddle wheels the sailing fleets 
ceased to Iricrease. With the 'advent 
of the screw propeller they began to 
• decrease. The gradual. but constant 
disappearance, of sailing., ships made 
the ocean more of a rdesert than befdre. 
Sailing vessels had their established 
routes in, accordance with winds, cur- 
rent and seasons. 
The gaps between 


the routes taken by the outward bound 
and inward bound ships were often 
considerable. Moreover, the capricious 
elements not infrequently played the 
mischief with nautical instructions, 
and as a result the field of operations 
for ocean shipping was vastly 
ex- 


panded. 
. This is no longer true today. The 
liner goes straight ahead, in defiance 
of wind and wave, the ports between 
which she plies are great industrial or 
commercial centres, whither 
come 


numberless railways, serving as pro- 
longations of the lines of navigation. 
Freight cars carry their loads of mer- 
chandise to the lesser ports and the 
cities of the interior. 
The railway 


ports have killed coastwise navigation. 


The ocean highways are therefore 


anything but numerous. The most fre- 
quented of oceans is the .Atlantic. 
Apart from the polar seas We see in 
its northern part there is only one des- 
ert zone—a dreary, waste of waters 
between the routes from Europe to the 
United States or Canada and those 
from Europe to the Antilles. In -the 
south, between the routes from South 
America or the western American 
coast and the routes, from South Afri- 
ca, extends: a desert occasionally tra- 
versed by the steamers of the lines 
from Cape Town and 
Mozambique, 


which, when the coffee season Is at its 
height in Brazil cross the Atlantic to 
Rio Janeiro or Santos. 


The 'Indian ocean is frequented only 


In the north, by liners out of India 


! and Indo-China and a little in 
the 


west by liners from Oceania, wlilch 
call at Colombo and then make straight 
for Australia. 
Two lines, each with 


a steamer a month, follow a slender 
lane from Australia to Cape Town. 
The Pacific Is the Sahara of the great 
seas. Saving only the steamships from 
the far east to California and British 
Columbia, a line from Sydney to San 
Francisco, and a one-horse line (with 
sailings four or fire times a year) be- 
tween Tahiti and the United States- 
save for these mere ribbon-like streaks 
the Pacific is a desert.

STIMULANTS TO 


Remarkable Results Obtained By Subjecting 


f+ i" •.'.' ,A..' . 
Currents. 


Prof. Lemstrom, a Russian scientist» has obtained some most 


remarkable results by merely burying plates-of zine and copper on 
either side of the plants he was experimenting with, and connecting 
these plates by wires placed above ground. 


By this means, the. soil becomes, magnetized, and the current 


.generated moves, during a portion of its circuit, through the earth 
'and roots, thus adding to their vitality; 


In a crop of beet root experimented tipon, Prof. Lemstrom ob- 


tained an increase «f;lojr per cent, and'a crop of potatoes similarly 
treated yielded -an increase' of 76.per cept.. Similar experiments 
with crops'and flowers rKave also'been very successful. 


A specially designed eleptric battery recently perfected by two 


other Russian scientists, M. Spyeskneff and; M- Krovkoff, has had 
similar results, not only making the crops more forward, but more 
abundant.

Though experiments have only been made-lately, that electri- 


city had an influence upon plants was proved a long-time ago. Agri- 
culturists have often observed that after lightning there is for a 
short time a very noticeable difference in the rate of growth. Some 
have even erected lightning rods in- thir fields, so that the current 
should enter the earth and so act upon the-root^. . 


The well-known botanist, Spechnew, of Kew Gardens, subjected 


some seeds to the actidivdf an electric current, and afterward sow- 
ed them, together with seeds of the same kind which had not been 
touched.

The result was very satisfactory. The seeds which had been 


treated electrically germinated more quickly than the others, and 
developed into .better* Infants'; "^ 


A Frenchman, M. Paulin, two or three years ago, brought out 


a "geomagnetiser," which is worked in the following way: 


In the center of the area under cultivation a well-tarred wooden 


post is erected. On the top of the post is a porcelain insulator, and 
on this is the "collector," a metal brush consisting of five copper 
wires about two inches long. A galvanized iron wife runs on insu- 
lators from the collectpr into the earth, where it joins the "distri-* 
butor."

The depth to which the distributor, which consists of galvanized 


iron wires arranged like a net with meshes about two yards square, 
is sunk, depends upon what'is being grown.' For grain it must be 
placed five inches or so bentath the: surface; 


The results with this apparatus have Been very favorable. A 


potato field under the-influence of the geomagnetizer yielded one 
third more in weight •than a field of. the same size cultivated in the 
usual manner, and the potatoes were of a better quality. 


Other vegetables,'\especiaJly spinach, which grows to a great 


height, and crops have also been increased by its use. 


To protect growing crop's from the effects of cold and frost 


many ruses are nowadays.ad6pted. 


In Italy and other^parts of the continent owners of vineyards 


protect the vines from th'e; effects of the white frosts, which are so 
common during the spring; nights, by setting fire'to a mass of grass 
and resinous substances cafefully mixed and moistened so that it 
produces a warm mist or siH&ke. 


For the same purpose' tiSteehs of small bonfires are frequently 


lighted during the prevalencesof frosty weather. 


Chloroforni and ether have also lately' been used in the pro- 


pagation, more particularly of. flowers. 


One French grower succeeded, by chloroforming some azaleas 


for 48 hours, in forcing the ^flowers to expand nearly a fortnight 
earlier than usual.

For using ether alone, Mrv'T. Jannoch, F. R. H. S., of Dersingr 


ham, 
Norfolk, has constructed a hermetically sealed chamber, in- 


side which the plants are arranged in rows. Then the ether is 
poured in through the roof in 'the form of vapor. After being kept 
under ether for 48 hours, tri£'chamber is ventilated for 12 hours, 
then for another 48 hours the"^ther is applied. 


Three days of a well-regulated temperature, after the plants are 


removed to a forcing house/ Bring forth miniature buds of fresh 
velvet green. Within 10 days the full bloom is complete in all its 
glory.

By means of etherization, Mr. Jannoch has succeeded in grow- 


ing lilac and laburnum, two months; wisteria and azalea, and 
strawberries and fruit generally at least one month before the or- 
dinary times at which they are to be found in bloom.

the Acting Governor did not concur 
In the principle of a monthly; distribu- 
tion of the fund. His opinion was that 
the money should be pal<t out as the 
occasion required, "on the approval of 
the President of the Board of Health," 
as the Act reads.
